ran of the recession of Persia from
the stand she originally took against
the demands of Lthe czar's minlsters,
even in the face of threatened aggres-
ston. The deley In making public the
fact that she had ylelded to the Rus-
sian demands was probably through
foars of the results of the public an-
nouncement,

Mr. Shuster s still without formal
notice of his dismiassal. He s resolute
in declaring that he would have noth-
Ing to do with the negotiations and
would only recognize thelr right of the
national council to dlgpense with his
services,
